N. P. Alifas, Machinists’ Presi-
dent Here, Intimates Pos-
sible Walkout.

CALLS AT WHITE HOUSE
TO TRACE WAGE PROTEST

Objects to Notation on Record |
Cards of Men Quitting as Be-
ing “Blacklist.”

There were intimations today that
machinisis ami other employes of the
Washington navy yard may be called
out on strike if President Wilson fails
to direct Secretary Daniels to restore
the wages that existed in that institu-
tion prior to July 1.

These intimations were given out by
X. P. Alifas, president of the loeal
brianch of the International Association
of Machinists, who went to the White
House today, accompanied by Albert J.
Berres, sceretary-treasurer of the metal
trivdes department: Stuart McAlister,
president of Columbia Lodge, No. 174,
of the International Association of Ma-
chinists, and J. F. McGuire.

The visitors asked Secretary Tumul-
ty what disposition had been made of
the petition left at the White House
concerning the decrease in wages at
the navy yard. Mr. Tumulty told them
that the petition was upon the desk of
the P'resident, who would dispose of it
a8 soon as international affairs would
permit him to take it up and consult
with Secretary Daniels about it. Mr,
Tumulty did not know how soon the
President would reach the petition, but
would direet the President's attention

to the matter at the earliest possible
moment.

Strike Is Intimated.

No suzgestions of a possible strike
were made to Mr. Tumulty, but after
leaving the latter’s oflices Mr. Alifas
talked freely about the feeling over the
action of Mr. Daniels in reducing wages
at the Washington yard that the
money might be apportioned for an in-
crease among the men at the naval
proving grounds at Indian,Head. |

“We do not want it to appear that]
we are holding the prospect of a strike
over the heads af the government,”
=aid Mr. Alifas, “but the men are feel-
ing mighty sore, and do not like their
treatment. Our constitution provides
that a reduction in wages can be made
the cause of a walk-out at any time,

“One thing that has caused ill feel-
ing i® the action of navy vard officials
in writing in red ink over the dis-|
charge cards of all men who leave to
accept work with private concerns the
following: *Quit work at a time when
the government needed his services.'
The government never hesitates (o
drop a man from employment when it
does not need his serviees, and has
dischiirged many thousands of them

whenever it desired, without the
slighitest n,\'nﬁgthy, or regard as de
what happened to the men. Now, if

the men find higher wages or more
satiefactory employvment elsewhere
they are practically blacklisted and de-
prived of the opportunity of employ-
ment by the government In the future.

“We do not vet know whether Secre-!
tary Daniels has also approved this!
marking of the discharge papers of
the men.

“I am not willlng to say that this
controversy will lead to a strike, but I
do say that it isa mighty bad policy for
Becretary Daniels to reduce the wages
of government employes at a time of
possible trouble with a foreign nation
and practically force them to look for
better wages elsewhere. If they do go
off for better wapges they are practi-
cally blacklisted by the government.”

Seek ‘‘Blacklist” Author.

Mr. Alifas said this afternoon thatl
before the officiils of his union make
protest to the White House or Navy De-
partment about what machinists term
the government blacklist, an in-
vestigation will be made to ascertain
who is responsible for the use of the
phrase “guit work at a time when the
government needed his services

Mr. Alifus sald that he did not know
whose orders had been responsible for
the use of this statement on the dis-
charge papers of men who go out to
work for privite concerns, and until he

did find eour he did not wish to ecarry
the maitter to the White House.

Mr. Alifas added the statement that
this attempt of some one in the gov-
ernment Hervice 1o prevent men who
cuit from ever returning to the gov-
ernment service Lad  incensed union
men in the navy yard more than any
other tning.

“It is a species of =lavery,” he said |

Again referring to the talk of a
sBtrike, Mr. Alifas said that he was

not authorized to speak formally on |
the matter.

“There are other ways of setiling |
these matters besides a strike," said
Mr. Alifas, “and tiie matter will be |
considered in due time.”

Official Washington
with keen interest further devel-
opments in the Mexican situation
today. The unexpected evacua-
tion of Mexico City by the con-
stitutionalists, under Gen. Gon-
zales, its reoccupation by the
forces of Gen. Zapata and the
severing of telegraphic communi-
cation with the Mexican capital|
have made a new situation, which
has caused officials here consid-
erable uneasiness. For some days
the successes of the Carranza
forces had given hope in Wash-
ington that the military situation
in Mexico might soon be cleared
up and that the United States
might be able to recognize one

faction there with justice.

Now it is admitted that evervthing
hinges upon the outcome of the strug-
gle which is impending, or may be go-
ing on today, near Pachuca, forty miles

But should ¢
tionzales be defeated. the constituti
alists would have received a severe
setback, and conditions would be us
unsettled as ever

Await President’s Action.

June 2 last President Wilson sent
word to the Mexicans that the leaders
must arrange their differences and

brinz about peace or the United States
would be forced to take some action in
regard to Mexico. So far no steps have
been successful by the Mexican leaders.
When the President returned to Wash-
ington this week Secretary Lansing of
the State Department admitted that
"something might be done soon” in
regard to the Mexican situation. Today
Lansing said that he hadl|
nothing further to add to his original
slatement.

In some quarters it is the belief that
the President will soon address a more
vigorous messapge to the Mexican lead-
ers, in which he may outling the sieps
which this government intends to take,
if peace is not brought about within a
short iime.

Gen. Gonzales and its reoccupation by
the Zapatistas I8 believed to have beep
accomplished without fighting of any
kind. fen, Gonzales, it i8 =aid by the
Carranza agency here, advanced from
Mexico City to attack the Villa forces
for strategic reasons.

Puts Down Uprising.

The Carranza agency today received
a dispatch from the first chief at Vera
Cruz declaring that he hak supire!sed
without difficulty the uprising reported
a few days ago within a short distance
of Vera Cruz and which was hailed as
a new revolutionary movement.

Vera Cruz advices to the State De-
partment, dated yesterdav, say the
complete evacuation of Mexico City by
Gen. Gonzales and its reoccupation by
Zapata forces has been confirmed in
Carranza quarters and that there is
no communication with the capital.

Other reports to the State Department
#ald that rallroad communication be-
tween Vera Cruz and Mexico City was|
suspended “on account of the present
military operations,” but no details of
the operations were disclosed. Sus-
pension of railroad communication I8
viewed here with alarm for the suffer-
ing people In Mexico City, as this
action completely cuts off the sending
of much needed food supplies. A private
message from a responsible source pic-
tured the situation as desperate.

Looting at Cananea.

State Department dispatches today
told of the looting and disorder In
Cananea, near the internatlional border,
prior to its occupation by the Carranza
forces, A Naco dispatch stated that
officials, police and many others left
(Cananea yesterday afternoon, leaving the
town without protection, and that “econ-
piderable looting and disorder ocourred.”
Practically all the saddles and horses
in Cananea were tiken without regard
to ownership. A fire threatened the
mercantile bank at Cananea and was con-
trolled after difficult work by flremen.
The dispatch sald that Carranza troops
under Gen. Calles were at Del Rio and
were expected at Cananea today, but
preas dispatches already have announced
that the Carranza authorities report
their troope look Cananea last night
and are threatening Nogales.

Some
of them have been lrolated as a pre-
caution against disease, The others
left here on special trains with sanitary
officers aboard.

Quarantine stations have heen estab-
lizshed along the railway lines, with a
view to holding in check Agiatie chol-
era should it develop, the disease hav-
ing been quite prevalent among the
Austrian troops.

CANADA’S ACTING PREMIER
URGES MORE RECRUITING

TORONTO, July 21.—Sir George Foster,
the acting premier of Canada, in a speech
here last night urged the enlistment of
more recruits for service in Furope. After
the meeting it was sald ahout 100 men
enlisted. A Toronto recruiting league and
a woman's auxiliary to act with it were
organized.

W. J. Hanna, the provincial secretary,
announcerd that the Ontaric government
had set aside $500,000 to provide 500 ma-
chine guns for the Canadians at the front
and $25,000 for recruiting purposes,

500 ON ITALIAN CRUISER,
SUNK BY FOE, SAVED

BARI, Italy, via Parls, July 21.—More
than 5 members of the crew of the
Italian cruiger Giuseppe Garibaldi,
sunk Monday by an Austrian subma-
rine, were saved. This leaves only
about fifty who are missing and who
probably were drowned.

Burvivors say the Giuseppe Garibaldi
was attacked by three submarines
which came from the direction of Ra-
gusa and Hpalato, Dalmatia. The Ital-
ian warship opened fire on the sub-
mersibles, one of which is believed to
have been sunk.

KAISER DID NOT PREDICT
WAR’S END BY OCTOBER

BERLIN, via London, July 21.—The
statement attributed to Emperor Wil-
liam which has appedared in foreign
newspapers, that the war would end
in October, is stamped by the Tage-
blatt as “a plaln invention."”

Widow Files a Petition for the

Probate of a Second
Testament.

A new chapter in the ltigation in-
volving the estate of Stilson Hutchins,
mill'onaire mewspaper founder, who
died April 21, 1912, was started today
when his wldow, Mrs. Rose Keeling,
Hutching, filedgln the District Supreme
Court a petition for the probate of the
second of three willea found at the
death of Mr. Hutchins. This document
was executed May 27, 1808, and was
followed two years later by the will
of October, 1910, recently set aside hy
a jury after a record-breaking trial
of filve monthe.

It is understood that the will of 1908
will algo be contested.

An appeal is pending from the re-
fusal of the Probate Court to admit
the will of 1910 to probate.

One of Four Executors Named.

Mrs, Hutching propounds the second
will as one of the four executors and
trustees named therein. The other ex-
ecutors and trustees, who do not join
in her request, are Walter 5. and Lee
Hutchins, sons of the teatator, and W.
J. Dante, his confidential secretary.

The will now offered by the widow
provides for no distribution of the es-
tate until the expiration of five years
from the testator's death, and then
only by unanimous consent of the four
trustees. The income, however, is to
be distributed, 40 per cent to Mrs.
Hutechins, 30 per cent to Walter 8.
Hutchins, 20 per cent to l.ee Hutchins
and 10 per cent to Miss Mildred
Rogers, a granddaughter. The will con-
tains a provision for the life malnten-
ance of Abby Somerby, a relative of
Mrs, Hutchins, but does not set aside a
specific sum for the purpose.

Gives Value of Estate.

In her petitlon, flled through Attor-
nevs Gittings & Chamberlin, the widow
tells the court that her hushand own-
ed real estate Iin the District of Co-
lumbia, valued at $3,500.000, property in
Maryland worth $100,000 and land in
Missouri estimated at $100,000. He also
owned Governors Island in New Hamp-
shire, she says, valued at $200,000, and
claimed an interest In 300,000 acres
known as the Haskell grant in the

states of Virginla and Kentucky, the
value of which Is unknown. The per-
sonal estate is valued at $1,500,000. The

NEW YORK, July 21.—Seri-
ous rioting, during which one
man, John Molosky, eighteen
years old, was killed and nearly
three score more or less seriously
injured, marked the second day
of the strike of workmen at the
plant of the Standard Oil Com-
pany of New Jersey at Bayonne.
The workers, most of whom are
of foreign birth and unorganized,
gathered at the gates of the plant
at an early hour, and disorders,
which then began, lasted until
nearly noon. At that time the
police, assisted by deputy sheriffs
and firemen, brought the situation
under temporary control at least.

The police say several thousand

persons took part in the attack.
Of the fifty-three injured taken to the
Bayonne Hospital, fifty are men and
boys who fought about the gates of
the plant; the other three are police-
men. Inspector Cady had a horse shot
from under him and later narrowly es-
caped serious injury when he was at
one time surrounded by rioters near a
firehouse, where he had gone to atop

an attack,

county arrived on the scene shortly
after noon and took command- of af-
fairs. In an endeavor to bring an end
to disorder-by means of persuasion, the
sheriff, soon after his arrival, rode in
his automobile to a square where a
crowd of 500 persons were assembled to
discuss the strike and watch the gates.

Standing In his car, he addressed the
crowd, telling the men they must re-
main orderly and what his duties were
in the situation. He called on every
man who would obey him to hold up
his hand, and a majority did se.

Sheriff Kinkead spoke for half an
hour, and several times the men
cheered his statements, especially hie
promise to do what he could to settle
the difficulty. The sheriff said he was
willing to meet representatives of the
strikers, hear their grievances and do
his hest to bring about a settlement.
In consideration of this he asked the
men to disperse peaceably to their
homes, and they sald they would do so.
A committee of three was appointed by
the men to meet Sheriff Kinkead later
in the day.

Three Separate Attacks.

There were three separate attacks by
the rioters today. The first was at the
firehouse of the engine company, and
here all the windows were broken,
after which the crowd moved on and
attacked the police near the main gate
of the Standard Oil plant. Three rioters
were injured by hul'leis from the po-
licemen's pistols before the crowd left.

The rioters then made their way to
the plant of the Tidewater Oil Company,
hzlf a mile away, which remained in
operation today, though the strikers
had been led to believe that the men
there would join them today. As they
approached the plant, 1,200 of the men
there left their work and marched out
to the crowd, but apparently this did
not satisfy the rioters, as Shey made 2
rush at the police on guard.

The most serious fighting of the day
followed, and it was during this at-
tack that Molosky was killed and a
majority of the injured received their
wounds, The police at first, it is stated,
fired over the heads of the rioters, but
when this had no effect they shot dl-
rectly Into the crowd. Even this did
not stop the rioters, and the police
were almost out of ammunition when
help arrived and the situation was
brought under control.

Some time after this fight occurred a
small office bullding of the Tidewsater
Company was discovered In flames, and
the building was virtually destroyed
before the fire could be controlled. The
origin of the fire is unknown.

This afternoon the Standard Oll of-
ficials landed 200 men from tugs at the
plant, presumably deputies who will
assist in guarding the works.

Governor Is Asked for Troops.

TRENTON, N. J, July 21.—Mayor
‘Plerre P. Garven of Bayonne asked the
governor's office here today to send
troops to Bayonne. The request was
not granted and no troops will be ment
pnless a request comes from Sheriff
Kinkead, and then only after every lo-
cal remedy has been exhausted.

'WHITAKER SUED FOR $10,000.

Former Prisoner Alleges He Was
Whipped While in Prison.
William H. Whitaker, superintendent
of the workhouse at Occoquan, Va., is
named defendant In a suit to recover
$10,000 for alleged assault brought by

Bartholomew B. Kidwell.

The plaintiff alleges that July 22,
1914, while a prisoner under sentence
from the District Police Court, he es-
caped from the workhouse, but was
captured two hours later. He declares
that the superintendent had him
shackled to n tree, had his back bared
and beaten until the prisoner was ex-

hausted.

RUSSIANS SHOWING
INCREASING POWER
- INRESISTING FOE

Retreat Continues, However,
But German Drive on War-
saw Is Slower.

TEUTONS UNDER GUNS
OF NOWO GEORIEVSK

Fortress of Ostrolenka and Radom
Have Been Captured by Al-
lied Forces.

66,700 SLAVS ARE CAPTURED

Czar Buffers Great Casualties During
Enemy’s New Offensive.
Heavy Fighting on
Dniester.

LONDON, July 21.—There is
no halt, so far as official reports
indicate, in the Teutonic drive
aimed at Warsaw and having as
a larger motive the infliction of a
crushing blow upon the Russian
armies. The Russians, however,
seem to be showing increasing
powers of resistance as the lines
of the attacking hosts draw closer
to the Polish capital, and the a‘d-
vance of the enemy consequently
is slower. )

Latest  official statemerts
showed the Germans under the
guns of the fortress of Nowo
Georgievsk, the key to Warsaw
on the north and only nineteen
miles from the city Further
north, the fortress of Ostrolenka
fell.

The Berlin Vossische Zeitung
estimates that using official head-
quarters reports as a basis, the
number of Russian

calls “a nice start.”
Germans Win Ground.

The most important success NoOw re=
ported by the Germans has been won
by Gen. von Woyrich, south of Ivan-
gorod. This seems to have been a sur-
prise attack. The Russians, who had
heavy reserves in the nelghborhood,
later delivered vigorous counter at-
tacks, but failed to recover the lost
ground. Windau, in Courland, on the
Baltic, i1s definitely in the hands of
the Germans, who are now within
thirty-five miles of the important Rus-
sian seaport of Riga.

Possession of Riga by the Germans
would force the Russian armies near
Shavli and Mitau to retreat, as the
Baltic port is their chief point of sup-
plles. The ambitious advance of the
Germans in the Baltic provinces in-
dicates they hope not only to capture
Warsaw, but to cut off the retreat of

the Russians by placing forces between
the retiring armies and Petrograd.

In Embarrassing Position.

All these late advances place Grand
Duke Nicholas, the Russlan com-
mander-in-chief, in an embarrassing
position.

To risk obstinate resistance might
imperil his retreat, but it is pointed
out here that such an extended Austro-
German line may obtaln weak points
against which a counter move might be
made in the hope of saving the Polish
capital. Military writers assert that
the presence not only of landwehr but
of landsturm troops in the German
lines Indlcates the central powers are
exerting every resource to crush the
Russians.

Badom Is Captured.

Radom, capital of the province of
Radom, which lles fifty-seven miles
south of Warsaw, was captured today
by the Teutonic allles, according to an
official communication issued in Vienna.

None the less steady is the Austro-
German advance throuch southern Po-
land. So far as reports show the Im-

rtant communication lines In the
aublin region have not been pierced.

Heavy Fighting on Dniester.

BERLIN, July 21, via London.—A dis-
patch to the Lokal Anzeiger from Czer-
nowits, capital of Bukowina, reports
heavy fighting along the Dniester river
near the Bukowina-Galicla border. The
Russians brought up heavy reinforece-
ments and made determined attempts
to retake positions on the left bank of
the river which had been captured by
the Austrians. They were supported
